After our catechesis p art at the end of 
September, I asked our parish community 
if there was a need for more catechesis on 
the GIRM and from the show of hands at 
mass there seemed to be a number of 
people who showed an interested in 
learning more about teachings on the 
GIRM and the changes that we have made 
in the celebration of the Eucharist. In the 
coming months I will be doing some more 
catechesis on the GIRM through pulpit 
announcements and inserts in the bulletin. 

I believe we are all called to be life long 
learners in the ways of faith and in the way 
we are called to celebrate the Eucharist in 
our lives. I am looking forward to all of us 
continuing to learn more about the GIRM 
and the way we celebrate the liturgy in the 
coming months.
